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TOASTER 
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HEIL RUNS AGAIN: THE RECORD 
When a public man asks for reelection 


jt implies that he believes his record good 
enough to -warrant a return to office, and 
on that basis Gov. Heil's announcement 
invites an examination of the record of 
his administration of state government 
since he took office in January, 1939. 


Mr. Heil, unlike most other Wisconsin 


governors m almost 100 j-ears of state- 
hood, won national fame the moment he 
was elected by the achievement of wrest- 
ing the state government from the con- 
trol of a noted third party organization. 
He was in the nation's spotlight by that 
exploit. It was his opportunity, although 
he may not have expected or desired it, 
to demonstrate that the Republicans are 
capable of doing what they claim. 


Now we are forced to report that the 


Heil record has been strictly ordinary. 
He has failed to do what we, and un- 
doubtedly many others, expected of him. 
He hasn't been a complete failure. But 
Jie hasn't been a roaring success either. 
Mediocrity is the word. He has been dis- 
appointing, and the state Republican party 
which offered him likewise, perhaps be- 
cause both were too fluent with their as- 
surances during their election campaign 
two years ago. 


There have been worthy achievements, 


and a host of indifferent ones. There has 
undoubtedly been sincerity and zeal, but 
those qualities were hot accompanied by 
the single-mindedness of purpose, the con- 
tinuity of policy and aims, the capacity 
and the experience, the will to leadership 
and the definitiveness of program which 
must 
characterize 
the 
administration 


which will be successful in the state cap- 
itol, particularly in these times. 


Let's start back in January of 1939, 


when there was a working majority of 
administration Republicans in the new 
legislature eager to meet him and to re- 
ceive his legislative program—and found 
after three or four months of waiting that 
Mr. Heil had no such program. There was 
the cause of the longest and most expen- 
sive legislative session in state history. 


In our opinion, Mr. Heil sacrificed ei- 


ther deliberately 
or through ignorance, 


the opportunity to make his mark as a 
successful governor when he allowed the 
legislature to stumble around for months 
before giving it any inkling of what he 
wanted in the way of a program of leg- 
islation. 
The function of a governor is 


greater than speech-making and receiving 
visitors behind a mahogany desk. In mod- 
ern government the governor must, of 
necessity, become a legislative leader. It 
•uas only after the legislators, who are 
not in the habit of minimizing their own 
importance in the scheme of things, got 
tired of the governor's neglect and delay 
lhat the Heil program began to evolve, 
piece by piece. But it was so late that the 
legislature, which in January would have 
been amenable and respectful out of the 
memory of Mr. Heil's magnificent 525,000 
vote on November 8, rebelliously spurned 
key parts of that program. 


Then came the public speeches, plain- 


tive and futile, of which the "wine wom- 
en and pong" classic is the best remem- 
Bered. 


the subtraction of appropriation balances 
remaining unspent at the end of the La- 
Follette term, that figure is brought down 
to $71,277,453.

the legislature had illegally delegated its 
authority in making the allocation. 
At 


the same time the emergency board de- 
creed that operating appropriations for the 
last six months of this fiscal year must 
be cut $428,000, and indicated that a pro- 
portionate cut will be forthcoming dur- 
ing the 1941 fiscal year. But simultan- 
eously it admitted that the state must 
have available some emergency relief 
funds, and it appropriated the receipts of 
old relief taxes and ear-marked its own 
emergency budget for the purpose. 


Assuming that the emergency board or- 


ders economies for 
the 
succeeding 12 


months corresponding to those effected 
for the present half year period, it is pos- 
sible that the net figure may be brought 
down $1,000,000, to slightly more than 
$72,000,000. 


Accordingly we see that the sum total 


of state expenditures under the Heil ad- 
ministration will scarcely be lower, and 
probably higher, than under the previous 
LaFollette regime which was denounced 
as spendthrift.

Hie prospect of getting an equally necessary modern army is fading. Con- 
«gre?fc now threatens to take all of its "economy" out of the plan to mod- 
flipize pur army and to give "the savings" to the farmers in this election 
.year, This is in part due to the miserable system of army appropriations 
*"" 
which makes a harder case than the navy's and one 
much more difficult to present. 
» 


For example, when the navy seeks an increase or 


replacement, it asks for so many craft of such and 
such classes. That covers a group of complete tactical 
units with all their living quarters, mess-gear, guns 
and armament—all in one lump—maybe forty or fifty 
million dollars at a crack. It dumps that request on 
the congressional table—and that's that. It may not 
get the battleships but it does not have to- call in a host 
of witnesses to justify every item of technical arma- 
ment from cutlasses and pillow cases to great guns. 


The army has to argue every principal item sepa- 


rately. No one man can possibly have the detailed 
knowledge to do that. In comparison with the clear- 
cut showings by navy experts before congressional 


Johnson 
committees, the army boys have rough sledding—es- 


pecially since many congressmen have had war service and, on the basis 
of that, ride the army experts but can only blink at the navy's technical 
essays.

Fifteen years ago this month 


Scotsman named John L. Baird wa 
working on a problem in London 
England. For years he had beer 
in poor health, but his mind wa 
busy. He was trying Jo find a-waj 
to bring about good, clear "televi 
sion." Men had been making trial 
in this field for more than 40 years 


Telcvision set tested in a home 12 


years ago. Arrow points towan 
opening: where picture appeared 
Most of the time, Baird was poor 


of purse and his 
clothes 
were 


'threadbare and patched, 
but 
he 


cared little about that if, only he 
could keep on with his work. 


Calling some 
friends 
together 


one day, he showed them "shadow 
pictures" which were sent from 
one part of the attic to another 
through a partition. 
Gordon Sel- 


fridge, a London merchant, hearc 
of the event and went to see a 
"performance." 
He beheld a dum- 


my which was made to wink; the 
wink was carried through wood to 
a screen. This interested Selfridge, 
and he agreed to pay Baird a sum 
of money to show his invention in 
the Selfridge store. 


Thanks partly to money earned 


in two weeks of work at the store, 
Baird was able to go on \vith his 
work. On an October afternoon in 
1925 he felt "a great thrill" when 
changes in his machine made it 
possible to see the dummy as a 
clear image, instead of as a shadow. 


Much excited, he rushed down- 


stairs to obtain a human model. A 
boy named William Taynton came 
back with him. and stood in the 
fierce light 
of the 
transmitter. 


Baird saw the boy's face on the re- 
ceiving screen. 


Scientists were invited to see a 


showing 
of Baird's television in 


January, 1926. One of 'them later 
reported he had seen "living human 
faces, with all the movements of 
the head, lips and mouth." The im- 
ages had come by television into 
the room from the top of the build- 
ing. ' 


Meanwhile C. Francis Jenkins 


and others had been busy in the 
United States with tests in the same 
field. 
Jenkins had sent a picture 


•by radio from Washington to Phil- 
rielphia. 


Let us end this story with a note 


on a "home television" test made in 
Schcnectady, N. Y., on 
Jan. 13, 


1928. 
In three Schcnectady home?, 


people gathered around their radio 
receivers 
that 
afternoon. 
Each 


radio had a small 
opening, three 


inches square, containing -a screen. 
On the screen they could see a man 
speaking. Another performer hum- 
med a song while playing a uku- 
lele. 
Dr. E. F. W. Alexanderson. 


a Swedish-born American, prepared 
this home television test. 
,
